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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Elements "6", "23" and "25" could not be located in the drawings. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Waldecker 
(3,776,389). 
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Waldecker discloses a notebook cover assembly comprising a cover member 
(10) having a first portion (12) and a second portion (14), the first portion being pivotally 
coupled to the second portion, the cover member being adapted for receiving a 
notebook (34); and a wrist support member (29) operationally coupled to the cover 
member (as seen in figure 2), the wrist support member providing support for a wrist of 
a user writing on the notebook (see column 3, lines 10-12). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 8-1 6 are allowed. 

5. Claims 2-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited references disclose notebook cover assemblies.
